The ioal Interest. 

Tho question of our coal etovos is one 
which Bliould of ilsolf givo this colony 
yory great importance. It is ono which 
cannot fail to oxort a potent intluo.ioo 
upon the distribution of political powor 
on tho Pacific. It Ifl ono which, if 
turned to proper account, cannot fail to 
mako British Columbia tho Boat of pow- 
er, politically, commercially and indus- 
trially. In this respect Naturo would 
appear to liavo dealt partially. Notv. 
withstanding the extended seaboard sc- 
oured by our grasping neighbors, much 
of which ought by right to have boon 
ours, wo may bo said to possess in our 
littlo < sandwiched ' frontago a monop- 
oly not only of good harbors., but of 
good coal likowiso. Coal, tho great 
motive«power, tho coutrollor, the min 
eral King. ' Givo mo tho coal of 
country and 1 will control every other 
interest.' Not only are our coal meas- 
uies practically inexhaustible, but tboy 
are unrivalled in quality. iSo far as our 
bitumenous coal is concerned it will be 
sufficient to state that, notwithstanding 
the high price charged and the heavy 
duty ($1 25 J with which it is mot, it is 
now a recognized powor in tho San 
Francisco market. And it is not too 
much to say that with proper working, 
and a reasonable iednetion in price it 
will, under the operations of a reciproe 
ity 'treaty, experionco no difficulty in 
driving over> other coal out of the San 
Francisco and f'ortland markets. This 
is a proposition that will bo roadily ad- 
mitted on all hands. Turning to an* 
thracito coal wo have even stronger 
grounds for seli-gratulation. And hero 
lot us allude to a very able and oxhaust- 
ivo report of tho ' Queen Charlotto Coal 
Mining Company,' which has just come 
from the pros?.

Tun English Peasantry. — A. good deal 
of discussion is at present going on ia Eng- 
laad in reference to the condition of the pea- 
santry. In many quarters that condition ii 
deplorable, especially in tho BOOtbseaatem 
and sooth-western conntiios. Devonshire, 
for instanoo, which in many respects, ench 
ns climate, may bo spoken of as the garden 
of tho couHtry, has, in this respect, a no- 
tioable, bad pre-cininouce. Tho agrioalfcaral 
iaboror in that and soino of tho adjoining 
countries if, in general, mo3t unfavorably 
situated. Sir Charles Trevclyan says his 
" ordinary subsistence ii not sufficient to 
maintain him in tho health and strength re- 
quired for the efficiency and therefore tho 
economy of labor; it is impossible for him 
to make any provision out of his scanty 
earnings for sickness and old ago, an'! nil he 
has to look forward to is a li(o of iiriinlor 
mitted toil, shut out from every hope of ad- 
vancement, and with his ticing portioned aa 
a pauper on tho poor rates.' Ho is made 
old before bis tjme and crippled with rhu- 
matism even bet'oro ha in old, while 
throughout life ho ia in a fLita of ignorance 
too passivo ev.tn to bo called contented, 
Two dollars and a quarter per week without 
bo-ird is about tho uverugo ho can earn 
when In employment, and ' broken tune ' is 
not known, in' Alerria England.' In North- 
umberland and Cornwall, where the wages 
for farm lohor are highest, they mwur raise 
nhove fivo dollars a week without bo.ird, and 
no hope of anything better. !'ho:-e comi- 
ties are tho English laborer's paradise, and 
yet lot any oue say if there ia belore workiDg 
men thero any such prospect aa the avcr.i;:,' 
industrious laborer on a hum may have in 
British Columbia.

Editor British Colonist : — It grieve.3 
mo to have been obliged to neglect '§.' and 
' It. VV.' II the latter imagines that people 
wjll joiu the Cuileduraey lor the sake of sav- 
ing a few dollars in postage, he will bo uiis- 
tiken. I do er.y Briti.-h Columbia does 
not want tho Canadian Tariff, it being so 
entirely unauited to her eondi'ion. People 
do not want to save on tho Tariff and then 
to make up tho loss by direct tnxatiun. It 
greatly depends upon the vnlue ot our litllo 
business what tho local government will get 
for it, and upon what it gets han^a tho prob- 
lem — whetbsr the local governm nt will have 
to raise additional local taxes or not. Tho 
local government ought to have a greater 
income than now, otherwise it will not be 
able to carry on any greater number of 
works and iinprovemyntn than it does at 
present, it is essentially necessary then to 
learu tho vuluo ol our bushies?, it being im- 
possible to know what to ask (or it. Tim 
vajlue can only bo learned by tho aid of tig- 
urpa, and therefore 1 nlmll supply them to 
make a fow calculations, hoping ihereby to 
come to a probable conclusion and thus pro- 
vent the colony being i'old at a sacrifice I 
am ot opinion that Confederation dou.s not 
moan b imply responsible government and 
the ch.ingo of one -no; of officer* tor another 
set — it means n great doal more. What is 
our business worth ? In conducting this en- 
quiry I shall take tho mean revenue of Cus- 
toms, viz— 8320,000, ($50,000 Jess than be- 
fore). Neither Coofed'a nor Anti's will 
complain of this. Whether Canadian states- 
men are mercenary or rot, is not the question, 
they are at all events politicians. Toil is 
merely a matter ol business and care most be 
tnken that the colony ol British Colombia 
be no'. ' taken in,' r r, if taken in, ' done lor.' 
It will bo wife tor the Government to make 
it to tbe interest ol tho public ;o amalgamate 
tho union, otherwise British Columbia will 
only be attached by a rupo of — Band. 

It must be presumed that tbe average debt 
per he;id for tho people now composing the 
Dominion i<t Canada is $21 88. Kaon 
person pays $3 35 per annum custom-*' du- 
iies. Each parson receives from tho general 
government, for bond money nod subsidy, 
£0 02. The general government therefore 
receives annually (Irom thu Customs] for its 
own nto $2 43 from every persou in tho 
Dominion, 

If British Columbia joins tho Confederacy 
her people should not pay any more lor thu 
support ol the general government than the 
people ol other portions of the Dominion do, 
viz., 32 ft.3 per head or S3 35 to tho cus- 
tom •-. 

The income of British Columbia from 
customs duties amounts to -5320,000. At 
83 3j per bead it would tolio 95,500 persons 
to mako up the amount. British Columbia 
by this equalization of ti'Xnlion becomes on- 
tilled to a population of 95,600 souls, and a 
debt ol 82,089.540, or 8989,540 more than 
her present one, At 50 92 per head she is 
entitled to SST.^'GO and S-1'J,'177 interest, or, 
altogether, §!''.7,337. This ought to be 
giver: for tho support ol tho local government 
of British Columbia. This approximates to 
the value ot our little b usioes ■.
